WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supplies 


The  Wessex  V.'ater  Board  are  the  responsible  body  for 
the  public  water  supnly  in  the  district,  this  supply  giv¬ 
ing  a  fairly  good  coverage  of  the  area.  Apart  from  a 
proportion  of  the  water  from  one  small  source  the  whole 
of  the  public  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Two  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  t¥;enty-seven  by  the  'hter  Board  during  the  year. 

PriA^ate  Supplies 

There  are  numerous  private  supplies  to  communities, 
farms  and  individual  dwellings  and,  generally,  these  re¬ 
ceive  no  purification  treatment  and  can  only  be  regar¬ 
ded  as  suspect.  Only  three  of  these  supplies  were  sam¬ 
pled  during  the  year,  insufficient  to  form  any  true,  gen¬ 
eral  picture  of ■ the  purity  of  the  water  from  private  sour¬ 
ces. 

Six  samples  vrere  taken,  four  of  which  were  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  tin/o  unsatisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SmiERAG-Ul 


Bradford  Abbas  Continued  development  has  put  an 
increasing  load  on  the  disposal  works  serving  this  area 
and  this  is  being  reflected  in  the  number  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  of  effluent  reported  by  the  Rivers 
Board,  Increased  maintenance  will  bring  about  some 
improvement  at  this  stage  but  if  future  development  is 
envisaged,  then  enlargement  of  the  works  will  be  necess¬ 
ary. 

Ye tminster  The  sewerage  scheme  is  now  in  progress 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  i^rorks  will  be  coinpleted  towards 
the  end  of  1965. 

Oborne  The  unsatisfactory  drainage  to  twelve 
Council  houses  is  still  under  review. 

Thornford,  Alweston  &  Trent  The  provision  of 
sewers  has  been  reflected  in  the  number  of  houses 
which  have  been  improved  in  the  parishes. 

Leigh.  Chetnole,  Sandford  Orcas,  Purse  Caundle 

These  areas  are  not  sewered.  They  have  generally 
underlying  clay  deposits  T^iiich  make  it  extremely  diff¬ 
icult  for  disposal  of  effluent  by  land  drainage,  con¬ 
sequently  the  effluent  only  too  often  finds  its  way  to 
the  nearest  watercourse  giving  rise  to  a  public  health 
nuisance. 

General  Sporadic  development  is  continuing  in 
the  smaller  parishes,  mainly  byway  of  infilling.  No 
sewers  are  available  and  drainage  is  to  the  accepted 
settlement  tank  with  overflow  to  land  drains.  Every 
endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  no  nuisance  is  likely 
to  arise  from  these  installations  but  they  can  of  coui:se 
only  operate  satisfactorily  for  any  long  period  if  prop¬ 
erly  maintained  and  in  absorbent  land. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  Collection  A  twice  monthly  collec¬ 
tion  has  now  been  instituted  and  is  working  satisfac¬ 
torily. 

After  a  great  deal  of 

investigation  into  possible  sites  a  new  disposal  area 
was  obtained  at  Leigh  but  it  is  by  no  means  ideal  for 
the  purpose  and  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  temporary 
measure  until  a  more  suitable  site  is  obtained.  In 
view  of  the  high  operating  costs  of  disposal  sites  a 
joint  site  with  the  Sherborne  Urban  District  is  the 
obvious  solution  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  to¬ 
wards  this  end.

RIVERS  AIID  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Continued  complaints  were  received  during  the  year 
concerning  the  condition  of  roadside  ditches  and  streams 
in  the  district  receiving  effluent  discharges  from  farms 
and  dwelling  houses.  The  nuisance  from  farms  can  norm¬ 
ally  be  abated  by  the  collection  of  effluent  into  sealed 
manure  tanks  with  frequent  emptying  of  the  contents  on  to 
suitable  farm  land.  However,  that  arising  from  private 
dwelling  houses  in  unsewered  districts  is  due  in  the  main 
to  heavy  clay  subsoil  making  it  impossible  to  obtain  sat- 
isfactorjT-  land  drainage.  The  provision  of  sealed  cess¬ 
pools  does  not  seem  to  be  the  answer  to  this  problem  as 
the  high  cost  of  having  them  emptied  would  certainly  lead 
to  neglect  and  consequent  overflo'jv. 

Reports  on  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants  have 
been  received  from  the  Somerset  River  Board,  They  spec¬ 
ify  both  interim  and  consent  standards.  It  is  obvious 
that  appreciable  improvement  to  some  of  the  disposal  plaite 
discharging  to  water-courses  will  have  to  be  made  in  order 
to  obtain  the  consent  standard. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  & 


RAILvUiY  PREMISES  ACT,  1965 


This  important  public  health  measure  came  into  oper¬ 
ation  during  the  year. 

Surprisingly,  unlike  other  Acts  designed  to  improve 
the  environmental  condition  of  persons  or  employees,  e.g, 
the  Public  Health  Acts  or  The  Factory  Acts,  public  health 
inspectors,  as  such,  were  not  referred  to  in  the  Act,  nor 
was  any  specific  duty  placed  on  the  medical  officers  of 
health.  Nevertheless,  under  a  medical  officers  general 
statutory  duty  to  comment  in  tiiis  report  on  ’any  other 
matters  on  which  he  may  consider  it  desirable  to  report 

. I  feel  that  it  is  not  inappropriate  to  com 

rnent  on  the  v/orking  of  this  Act  in  your  district. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  no  inspector  under  the  Act 
had  been  appointed  and  few  premises  in  the  district  only, 
had  sought  registration.

Piftj/-  applications  (compared  with  thirty  three  in 
1963)  were  received  during  the  year  for  discretionary 
grants  under  the  above-mentioned  Act,  six  applications 
v;ere  received  in  respect  to  standard  grants  c  uapared 
with  twelve  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964  came  into  operation  this  year 
and,  together  with  amending  the  conditions  applying  to 
grants,  conferred  powers  on  local  author  it  es  to  cotnpel 
where  possible  improvement  of  dwellings,  in  any  specified 
area,  which  are  without  the  standard  anenities. 

This  is  a  decided  move  forward  to  obtain  improve¬ 
ment  of  dwelling:s  as  distinct  from  general  repair  and 
basic  fitness.  The  irapr overnents  specified  have  been 
given  wider  application  so  as  to  include  those  dwell¬ 
ings  where  space  is  limited.  The  Act  places  a  duty 
on  every  local  authority  to  cause  an  inspection  of 
their  district  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  with  a  view 
to  ascertaining  whether  there  is  any  area  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  which  ought  to  be  declared  to  be  an  improvement 
area. 


Provision  of  hew  Houses  and  Re-Housing 


Portj'-  tv.ro  new  houses  were  built  in  the  district  by 
private  enterprise  (compared  v/ith  eighty  three  in  1963) 

During  tlie  year  the  Council  completed  four  new  houses 
and  acti're  planning  took  place  with  regard  to  a  nev/  hous¬ 
ing  estate  at  Thornford  of  mixed  dwellings. 

As  the  Coujicil  house  waiting  list  still  reflects  a 
present  shortage  of  houses  to  let  in  the  district,  the 
provision  of  these  further  hou'^es  at  Thornford  is  wel¬ 
comed. 


Waiting  List 


One  hundred  and  twelve  applicants  were  on  the  Coun¬ 
cil  house  vraiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  ^rear,  of  which 
eighty  two  vrere  resident  in  the  district,  coinpared  with

The  Coimcil  initiated  a  prosecution  in  respect  to  one  com¬ 
plaint,  This  was  successful  in  the  Magistrates  Court  but 
on  appeal  to  Quarter  Sessions,  the  appeal  was  allov/ed, 
undoubtedly  as  a  result  of  the  long  interval  beWeen  the 
time  when  the  complaint  was  first  received  and  the  hearing 
at  Quarter  Sessions, 

The  Council  has  taken  action  to  allav  for  such  cases 
to  be  speeded  up  in  the  future,  by  delegating  its  po'^ers 
to  a  Sub-Committee,  to  institute  proceedings  in  suitable 
cases.

2»  Other  Food  Premises 


The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  premises  is 
one  of  the  principal  duties  of  a  public  health  depart¬ 
ment. 


This  includes  the  inspection  for  evidence  of  dise^e 
and  fitness  for  human  consumption  of  all  animals  killed 
at  the  slaughterhouse,  the  examination  as  may  be  necess¬ 
ary  of  all  other  foods  sold  in  the  district  and  the  super¬ 
vision  of  food  premises  and  food  vehicles  to  ensure  that 
food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  under  clean  and  hygienic 
conditions. 


A  lOCffo  inspection  ’//as  raaintained  at  the  slaughter¬ 
house  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  more  time  cannot  be 
devoted  to  the  routine  food  inspection  aspects  of  the 
other  duties. 

The  department  ?/as  involved,  v/ith  the  rest  of  the 
country,  in  tracing  suspected  food  in  the  Aberdeen  typ¬ 
hoid  outbreak,  I'To  cans  of  suspect  meat  ’rere  found  but 
the  incidence  of  this  food  poisoning  in  Aberdeen  emphas¬ 
ises  the  rapidit3^  of  such  an  outbreak  and  the  measures 
to  be  taken  by  the  public  health  department  to  check  its 
spread. 

This  opportunity  must  be  talaen  to  pay  tribute  to 
the  speed  and  efficiency  v/ith  v/hich  your  public  health 
inspector  (Mr,  Fannon)  carried  out  this  investigation 
which  vras  completed  in  t’venty-f our  hours.
